abandoned towns for fields, fearing 
additional shocks.

medical school, gave the 


cause of death bronchial pneumonia. 
He said Doherty visited the hospital 
for tieatment several times during 
the last 3 1-2 years. 


His widow, Mrs. Grace Dolierly, and 


W. A. Jones, executive vice president 
of Cilies Service, were at his bedside 
whn the end came. 


Born at Columbus, Ohio, on May 


15, 1870. Doherty was an office hoy 
at 12, gas company manager at 20, 
chief engineer at 30 millionaire at 35 
and multimillionaire at 40. 


He organized Cities Service in 1910.

in the shape of skulls, octagons, cross-

wore sleeping. Some debris struck the 
sheriff on Die head causing a minor 
bruise, hut Mrs. Looney escaped in- 
jury. 


"I don't know why the dynamite 


was .set off," the sheriff said. "Every- 
thing has been peaceful up here as 
far a-i 1 am concerned. I'm trying 
to find out what the motive was." 


He said he had "no clues to speak 


of" to the person responsible. 


The dynamite was set off shortly 


before 1 a. m. Sheriff Looney, who 
was appointed to office last January 
by Gov. Carl E. Bailey, estimated 
damage to his home at between $300 
and $400.

To deal with the nation's multitude 


of unsolved business and economic 
problems, the forthcoming Congress 
must look honestly and resolutely at 
the facts. 


One thing is abundantly clear. Eit- 


her the government must continue 
spending on a still vaster scale or 
private long-term investment must be 
revived. 


The question raises, therefore: Can 


the government do anything toward 
reviving long-term 
private 
invest- 
ment? 


The answer is equally clear—it can. 
Why is private investment in a state 


of collapse? There are several rea- 
sons. Here they are. 


Uncertainty Big Handicap 


The bad history of investment, dur- 


ing the late .'twenties,: culminating in 
the final disaster of 1933, is still fresh 
in the minds of many people. So many 
lost their all in real estate and sec- 
urity investments they have become 
super-cautious now. 


The general uncertainty about money 


values is a powerful factor. Men arc 
fearful of lending money not knowing 
what the purchasing power of a bond 
or a mortage note might be in a year 
or two. The unsettled condition of the 
world and now, particularly, the war 
are primary causes. But the govern- 
ment, instead of allaying these {ears, 
has contributed to them and intesi- 
fied them by its currency and fiscal 
policies. 


The tinkering with the dollar, the 


gold purchasing plan and the finaeing 
of relief by vast deficits introduce 
the final element of uncertainty into 
the whole situation. 


Therefore it is of the first impor- 


tance that the government end its 
gold purchasing plan, take a de- 
finite stand for the stabliziation of 
the dollar by a declaration by Con- 
gress and 
the 
withdrawal of the 


President's discretion over the dol- 
lar. As for the unbalanced budget I 
will refer to that later. 


70 Railroads Bankrupt 


But even if certainty were restored 


and all these other measures were 
adopted, there would be 
no large 


scale investment unless certain other 
adjustments are made. 


Money is invested chiefly in four 


provinces of business-railroads, uti- 
lities, building constuetion and in- 
dustrial plant. 


There are over 70 railroads in bank- 


ruptcy. There would bo more were 
H not for government aid and credit- 
or forbearance. The railroads consti- 
tute one of our largest objects of 
of investment. But they cannot get 
money to invest until their credit is 
'restored. 


Their credit is vanished because most 


of them already owe more than they 
are good for. An honest appraisal 
of railroad property woudl reveal this 
Moreover they cannot ear because they 
need to be modernized to meet new 
forms of competition. 


Railroads Need Realism 


Restoration of railroad credit can- 


not be accomplished by lending them 
more money. 


H can be clone only by looking real- 


istically at the facts and completely 
reorganizing them in order to legally 
wipe out debts and securities which 
have already become in fact valueless. 
All the fear of hurting insurance com- 
panies by this is a smoke screen. It 
is .sinfply not so. 


Swift, complete, honest railroad re- 


organization, therefore, is that first 
requisite, and pending that the govern- 
ment must |put an end to making fur- 
ther loans to railroads, which is noth- 
ing less than a cowardly running away 
from the problem. 


The government should announce 


a clear, definite program about its 
own utility plans. This has been done 
vakuely. But now it must be made 
clear. It should make a large appro- 
priation to the S, E. C. to double if 
necessary, or triple the staff which is 
trying to effect utility holding com- 
pany reorganization and this should 
be speeded resolutely

WASHINGTON—It's as plain on the 


record as the nose on your face that 
Martin Dies and the Roosevelt admin- 
istration don't trust each other. 


The head of the committee on un- 


American activity has been dubbed an 
outstanding zany by the administra- 
tion's Secretary of Interior, Harold L. 
Ickes. Dies ^has accused administra- 
tion favorites of harboring Commun- 
ists and trying to laugh him into the 
dunce's corner. 


There are whispers around Wash- 


ington that Dies is out to get the New 
DeM, or at least the so-called left- 
wingers in it, which, if true, would 
undoubtedly do.no harm ttnhir friend 
Mr. Garner's campaign for the presi- 
dential nomination. 


Trouble Over- Money 


The trouble started with the first 


Congressional resolution 
authorizing 


Dies to give the country ?25,000 worth 
of subversive material. 


"Not enough money," said Dies, 


which was quite true. Witnesses alone 
cost ?5 a day and transportation, not 
to mention the lawyers, investigators, 
statisticians, stenographers and secre- 
taries required for a complete survey 
of any given subject. 


Aware it was handing Dies chick- 


en feed, congress requested the Roose- 
velt administration to supply experts 
from the government 
departments. 


But none was forthcoming. 


The Justice and Labor departments 


and the WPA had nothing but polite 
excuses to offer this friend of "Cactus 
Jack" Garner's. 
In fact, Dies said 


the only offer of help he got came 
from the LaFollette Civil Liberties 
Committee, and he branded that an 
effort 
to sabotage 
his committee's 


work. 


Then came he Shirley Temple ep- 


isode, wherein Witness J. B. Matthews, 
former 
national 
chairman of the 


American League for Peace and De- 
mocracy, testified Communistic or- 
gans wore using famous people as de- 
coys. Among these, he said, was Shir- 
ley Temple. 


"They've 
found 
dangerous Com- 


munists in Hollywood, led by little 
Shirley Temple," guffawed Secretary 
Ickes. 


"Perhaps it was fortunate that Shir- 


Icy Temple was born an American," 
tee-heed Madame Secretary Perkins. 


"They're trying to ham-string and 


discredit the investigation," yelled 
Dies. But there does seem to be gen- 
eral agreement now that the commit- 
tee's early work was pretty shoddy. 
Dies himself convedes that 10 per cent 
of the witnesses were crack pots. 


Just before the November elections 


in 1938, Dies swung the spotlight of his 
investigation westward, and the tes- 
timony began to singe New Dealers 
fighting hard for re-election. 


Puls Heat On Murphy 


When Dies let a witness or two turn 


the heat on Governor Murphy for not 
topping the Flint sitdown strike, the 
President himself stepped 
into the 


'ray. He said the committee was un- 
American for letting witnesses say 
hings to besmirch a candidate just be- 
rore election time. That, he said, was 
nfluencing elections. 
"The President hasn't read the rec- 


ord," retorted 
Dies. 
"Hb's misin- 


prmed." But anyway, a sizeable sec- 
ion of the Democratic party accused 
Dies of helping his own party lose 70 
seats in congress in 1938, as well as 
lie governorship of Michigan. 
^ More recently, Dies witnesses tcsti- 
'ied that Communist "front organ- 
zations" were using the names of the 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt to affect 
•m aura of respectability to influence 
wavering prospects. Both the Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt considered the 
accusations unfit for comment, al- 
hough Mrs. Roosevelt indicated her 
willingness to appear before the Dies 
committee "in the interest of truth."

Vitamin Bl is also called thiamin 


chloride. The average person requires 
about 300 international units a day, 
which is equivalent to about one milli- 
gram of pure thiamin each day. It is 
possible to get this amount of the 
vitamin from beans, peas, liver, pork, 
potatoes eggs milk, and the whole 
grain cereals. 
Unfortunately,

people do not eat enough of these foods 
to obtain enough of this vitamin.

Lin Yutang's "Moment in Poking" 


(John Day: $3) is like a sing-song 
Chinese melodly, with high-pitched, 
plaintive overtones and deeper, throb- 
bing basses. A. simple song, and sweet, 
but melancholy with minor chords. 


Encompassing a family's life from the 


Boxer Rebellion in 1900 to the present 
Japanese invasion, the story reveals 
the inner philosophy of the stoical 
Chinese, and the promise that Japan's 
conquest may utimately backfire. Most 
important, however, is the insight the 
book provides into Chinese family life 
and customs. 


The story is that of two daughters 


of a wealthy 
Chinese family, and 


is concerned more with their personal 
affairs, 
loves, 
weddings, 
funerals, 


their servants and friends. It is the 
story of Mulan, gay and soft-voiced 
and of Mochow, practical and bright- 
eyed. 


You get a new picture of Chinese 


life, o£ parental domination, of the 
concept of Chinese morality. Dr.'Lin's 
descriptions tare detailed, his explana- 
tions full, and none of the charm 
is lost. 


What the story lacks in melodrama, 


it makes up in sincerity and truth. 
Here is a story to be read slowly with 
full appreciation of its beauty. 


While Lin Yutang gives us a back- 


ground for war in China, Unto Sep- 
panen provides a penetrating insight 
into conditions and life in Finland, in 
"Su and Storm" (Bobbs-Merrill: $2.50), 
the story of a Finnish peasant. 


Like many Scandinavian novels, it 


is tedious ut time.s but it does con- 
tain important background data on 
the Finns nnd their undying hatred of 
everything Russian. The little nation's

Tradition is 
he one thing the professionals can't 
my and the Maroon became loaded 
with it in the 41 years of Amos Alonzo 
Stagg, who pioneered football in the 
midwest. 


The trouble with Chicago football 


actually was those at its head. 


The Midway setup for the recruit-

to give up even when it realized the 
futility of President Robert M. Hut- 
chins' 10-cent football.
